In every generation, all the 
great fundamentals of the Chris- 
tian faith have to be fought out 
afresh. And the very citadel of 
Christian truth is the inspiration, 
the infallible accuracy and the 
authority of the Bible, the Word 
of God. Nobody ever doubts the 
virgin birth of Christ who still 
holds to the absolute integrity and 
infallible accuracy of the Bible as 
God’s Word. Nobody ever doubts 
Christ’s deity or atoning death or 
bodily resurrection until he has 
*. ¢ome to doubt the full perfection 

“of the eternal Word of God. Bible 
Christianity stands or falls with 
the absolute authority of the Bi- 
ble. So here Satan always makes 
his hardest assaults. 


“Is Evangelical Theology Chang- 


ing?”’ was the title of an article 
in Christian Life magazine for 
March, 1956, and the subhead 
stated, “New currents—some re- 
vealed here for the first time— 
are churning evangelical waters 
today. Tomorrow they may be 
tidal waves.” 

That article insiste€.that a 
grand new day was’ coming, 
brought about by a group, self- 
styled “new evangelicals,’ and 
with sneers at fundamentalists. 
The first two sentences in the 
article told why Billy Graham ob- 
jected to being called a funda- 
mentalist. “There was an aura of 
bigotry and narrowness associated 
with the term—which he certain- 
ly hoped was not-true of himself,” 
we are told. We are told,that the 
defense of the faith by funda- 
mentalists “degenerated into a

“New Evangelicals” Are “Re- 
opening the Subject of Biblical 
Inspiration,” They Say 

The article continues that evan- 
gelical theology is changing in 
“a friendly attitude toward sci- 
ence,’ in “a willingness to re- 
examine beliefs concerning the 
work of the Holy Spirit,’ in “a 
more tolerant attitude toward 
varying views on eschatology,” in 
“a shift away from so-called ex- 
treme dispensationalism,’ in “an 
increased emphasis on scholar- 
ship,’ in “a more definite . recog- 
nition of social responsibility,” in 
“a re-opening of the subject of 
biblical wmspiration,’ and on “a 
growing willingness of evangelical 
theologians to converse with lib- 
eral theologians.” It says of the 
re-opening of the subject of bibli- 
cal inspiration, “Now just a peb- 
ble in the pond of conservative 
theology, this could expand to the 
bombshell of mid-century evangel- 
icalism.” 

I think that the article was 
somewhat amateurish. In the first 
place, if theology is a systematic 
arrangement of the doctrines of 
the Bible, then theology does not 
change. In the sense of people’s 
being “blown about. by every wind 
of doctrine,” then theology as a

Christ and the Bible, and to unite 
in a vigorous defense of the faith, 
and a plain stand before the world 
for purity in Christian organiza- 
tion, and for scriptural methods 
of procedures as well as scriptural 
message. About. 150 people came, 
expressed themselves - heartily, 
found themselvés of one mind, 
unanimously adopted a_ strong

Job, a Man Who Loved God 
Job 1:1—42:17 


In a country called Uz lived a 
very rich man named Job. His 
cattle were numbered by thou- 
sands. He had seven sons, three 
daughters, and many servants. 

Not only was Job rich, but he 
Was godly. With all his heart he 
wanted to please God. He built 
altars of earth or of stone and 
made offerings to God.

Only I escaped to tell you.” 


When Jobe heard all this bad | 
news he tore his clothes and fell | 
down on his face. But he did not | 


turn away from God. 
Then Satan planned another 
trouble for Job. Satan thought, 


for his friends. God knew Job’s 
heart was full of goodness. He 
sent Job many blessings. The 
sores went away. Every year Job 
grew richer until he had twice 
as much as before the troubles 
came, and God again gave him 
seven sons and three daughters. 
His daughters were the most 
beautiful women in all that coun- 
try. And so health and happiness 
and riches and honor came again 
to Job. 

Even to this day Job is remem- 
bered as a man who would not let 
any kind of trouble or sorrow turn 
him away from.

Follow-Up is Reported 


Official Says “‘Negligible Impact’? on Unchurched. Less Than 
13 Outsiders Joined Churches, Less Than Half ‘“‘In- 
quirers”’ Finished First Bible Lesson; Nearly All 
Catholic Inquirers Still Roman Catholics 


In the Oakland, California Tribune for Wednesday, De- 
cember 17, Bill Rose, Church Editor, ardent booster of the 
Billy Graham Cow Palace Crusade some six months ago, now 
publishes an official report of the follow-up committee head- 


ed by Dr. 


Charles Farrah of the Crusade Follow-Up Team. 


That official report is given here, word for word, in full. 


EFFECTIVENESS OF GRAHAM 
VISIT STUDIED

The Billy Graham crusade in 
the Cow Palace stirred up the 
faithful and the backsliders but 
had only a negligible impact on 
those with no prior church af- 
filiation. 

Approximately 1,300 people 
made decisions at the Cow Palace 
who had not frequented a church 
before. LESS THAN ONE PER 
CENT OF THIS NUMBER HAVE 


BECOME CHURCH MEMBERS. 


These findings along with other 
statistics and evaluations of the 
Cow Palace crusade were an- 
nounced yesterday by Dr. Charles 
Farrah of the crusade follow-up 
team. He has been gathering data 
since June on the .crusade’s ef- 
fectiveness. 


BRIGHT SPOTS 


Because of the administrative 
and mechanical problems involved, 
there are several questions left un- 
answered by the survey. Dr. Far- 
rah says it is impossible to de- 
termine how many lives were ac- 
tually changed at the crusade. 
However, bright spots do show up 
in Dr. Farrah’s report. 

Bay Area churches far surpassed 
the churches of New York City in 
following up on those that made 
decisions. Of the 26,698 individuals 
who made a decision at the Cow 
Palace, 96 per cent were personal- 
ly contacted. In New York, only 
36 per cent were contacted. 

The first Bible study lesson giv- 
en to inquirers was completed by 
44 per cent in comparison to 34 
per cent in New York. 


5 PER CENT CATHOLICS 


Approximately 5 per cent of 
those making a decision here were 
Roman Catholics. According to 
Dr. Farrah, nearly all of this num- 
ber have remained Roman Cath- 
olic. 

He reports that the most visible 
benefit of the crusade in many 
churches is the increased number 
of members who are volunteering 
for home visitation programs.

Graham’s contention that the 
real results of a crusade do not 
show up until three or four years 
later will have plenty of opportun- 
ity to be proved here because of 
the youth emphasis in the cru- 
sade, 


BREAKDOWN 


Almost 60 per cent of those 
making decisions were students. 
Approximately 19 per cent were 
white collar workers and manual 
laborers. Housewives made up an- 
other 15. Only 4 per cent of those 
making decisions were classified 
in the business and professional 
group. 

Dr. Farrah reports that 62 per 
cent of the inquirers were women. 

The total attendance at the cru- 
sade was 693,725. Of this number, 
442,860 came through “Operation 
Andrew.” The purpose of this op- 
eration was to organize busloads 
of church members and non- 
church members. 


BEST RESULTS 


Dr. Farrah states that most of 
those who have become related to 
a church as a result of the crusade 
have done so because of contacts 
made on these bus trips, 

Very few churches were able to 
gain new adherents by contacting 
those whose decision cards were 
assigned to the church but who 
had had no previous contact with 
the particular church. 

Dr. Farrah concludes that those 
whose decisions last are people 
who were brought to the made 
by some church member. 


The Editor Makes Some 
Observations 


Readers will note that the 
above is an official report of the 
follow-up committee as announced 
the preceding day by Dr. Charles 
Farrah of the Crusade Follow- 
Up Team. So the report is offi- 
cial, it represents Dr. Billy Gra- 
ham’s team and the Ministerial 
Association of the San Francisco- 
Oakland area. It is written from a 
friendly viewpoint, not an _ un- 
friendly viewpoint. We _ suppose 
that it is an honest and thorough 
report on the crusade. Certainly 
it is not a report by an enemy. 


And let us say again that we 
rejoice in every soul saved in Dr. 
Graham’s meetings, We long for 
the success of evangelism. I have 
given my life to promoting evange- 
lism. Now as a friend of evange- 
lism and of the historic Christian 
faith, I call attention to some sur- 


prising and distressing features of 


this official report of the “Effec- 
tiveness of Graham Visit” to San 
Francisco in the Cow Palace cru- 
sade, 


1. Dr. Farrah reports that the 
Cow Palace crusade had only a 
“negligible impact on ‘those with 
no prior church affiliation.” He 
says that “approximately 1,300 
people made decisions at the Cow 
Palace who had not frequented a 
church before. Less than one per 
cent of this number have become 
church members.”’ 


First, it is surprising that of 
the 26,698 individuals “who made 
decisions at the Cow Palace,” only 
1,300 were not already church 
members. But next, it is even 
more startling that less than 13 
people (one per cent of 1,300) 
among these more than 26,000 
inquirers joined any church as a 
result of the Billy Graham cam- 
paign unless they’ were already 
church members.

that the crusade “had only ajof hundreds of Catholics who 


negligible impact on those with 
no prior church affiliation.” 


No doubt this is one reason why 
ministerial associations in Chica- 
go, Winnipeg, and elsewhere do 
not favor a Billy Graham crusade. 


2. The follow-up committee in 
the Bay area is to be commended 
in that 96% of the “inquirers’ 
were “personally contacted’ in 
follow-up work. But of this group, 
only 44%, less than one-half, fin- 
ished even the first Bible study 
lesson given to all inquirers! We 
are not here criticising the follow- 
up effort, but we are surprised 
at so little evidence of changed 
lives. 


3. “Approximately 5 per cent of 
those making a decision here were 
Roman Catholics. According to Dr. 
Farrah, nearly all of this number 
have remained Roman Catholic,” 
says the report in the Oakland 
Tribune. 

According to the above report, 
5% of the 26,698 decisions would 
be 1,374 Catholics who came for- 
ward in the Billy Graham cam- 
paign. But “according to Dr. Far- 
rah, nearly all of this number have 
remained Roman Catholic.” 


Were they sent to Bible-believ- 
ing churches? No. Did they make 
a clear-cut decision which would 
turn them away from prayers to 
Mary, from the confessional, and 
from relying on the mass and the 
priesthood? Evidently they did 
not! We suppose that their names 
were simply sent back to their 
local Catholic churches. At any 
rate, “nearly all of this number 
have remained Roman Catholic.” 


4. What has the Bay area got- 
ten cut of the Billy Graham cam- 
paign for the million dollars and 
the labor spent? According to this 
report, they got less than 1% of 
1,300, that is, less than 13 people 
who were not already church 
members, to join all the churches. 
But they had some reviving of 
church people, we are told. 

And so this official report» says 
that “very few churches ‘were able 
to gain new adherents by_ contact- 


ing those whose decision’ ‘cards 


were assigned to the church but 
who had no previous contact with 
the particular church.” 


ae 
one out of a hundred of non- 
church members who came for- 
ward in the Billy Graham crusade, 
have joined any church after six 
months of follow-up work;-were 
most of these inquirers really con- 
verted? If of the Catholics who 
came forward, hundreds of them 
we are told, “nearly all of this 
number have remained Catholic,” 
were they genuinely converted? 


And if the non-church members 
who made profession show so lit- 
tle evidence of salvation, would 
the church members who came as 
inquirers likely be so different 
that their professions would gen- 
erally be genuine? 

We feel sure some were saved. 
We are sad there the evidence does 
not show any large proportion of 
the inquirers made a radical de- 
cision for Christ which would 
change their lives and associa- 


tions. When almost none of the 


if a mere handful, less than |} 


made profession ‘nearly all re- 
mained Catholic,” when, according 
to Dr. Farrah, “very few church- 
es were able to gain new adher- 
ents by contacting those whose 
decision cards were assigned to 
the church,” I fear there has been 
little genuine Bible revival, and 
relatively few genuinely convert- 
ed. 

That is not the kind of results 
old-time evangelists have seen fol- 
low their campaigns. Many a one- 
church campaign in America in 
the last year has been able to 
report more factual results in con- 
verts joining churches, in Catho- 
lics leaving the idolatry of Cathol- 
icism, than the San Francisco cru- 
sade now reports officially. 


6. We ask this sincere question, 
Could not more people have been 
won to Christ and the whole cause 
of Christ. have been prospered 
more by Bible-believing Christians 
going into-a great campaign with- 
out having modernists helping con- 
trol the campaign or leading in 
prayer, or getting a major part of 
the inquirers, and without limiting 
the messages to keep from offend- 
ing modernists? We believe the 
answer is yes. 

And we believe that a campaign, 
with such expense and effort and 
with the results here pictured, 
will prove a disappointment and 
will hurt the cause of evangelism 
in the Bay area and elsewhere. 
Churches and pastors will feel 
that such results did not justify 
the money and labor and compro- 
mise of convictions which were 
required,

serve as chairman of the resolu- 
tion committee. We talked over 
with many people the kind of 
statement that was needed. Then 
the first draft of the resolution 
Was very carefully prepared and 
sent out for discussion. After 
counseling and suggestions from 
Dr. Tom Malone, Dr. Lee Rober- 
son, and Dr. Bob Jones, Sr., the 
resolution, exactly as it was adopt- 
ed in Chicago, without change and 
as it is printed here, was sent to 
the thirty-two eminent Christian 
leaders who, along with this edi- 
tor the chairman, signed the reso- 
lution heartily. So the resolution 
came to the meeting in Chicago 
already worked out, agreed to, 
and signed by some of the most 
prominent and useful Christian 
leaders in America as well as by 
the editor. 


When you read the names of 
the men who signed the resolution 
and sponsored it before the meet- 
ing in Chicago, you will be greatly 
impressed, I am sure, that they 
are representatives of a very large 
proportion of Bible-believing 
Christianity in America. Includ- 
ed are the leadership of four fun- 
damental theological seminaries, 
one university, nine or ten Bible 
colleges, and two or three Bible 
institutes. The committee includes 
the president of the Associated 
Gospel Churches, the president of 
the Southern Baptist Fellowship, 
and the national executive secre- 
tary of the Independent Funda- 
mental Churches of America. The 
committee includes pastors of sev- 
eral of the largest soul-winning 
churches on this continent. It in- 
cludes Christ for America. Lead- 
ers from the Conservative Baptist 
Association, from the Independent 
Fundamental Churches of Ameri- 
ca, from the Associated Gospel 
Churches, from the Conservative 
Methodist church, from Bible 
Presbyterian churches, from Bible 
Baptist churches and independent 
Baptists were all active in the 
meeting. 

It was a joy to meet with thirty 
or forty true soul-winning evan- 
gelists, greatly used of God as 
“evangelists, as well as  pastor- 
evangelists, and educators of soul 
winners,” united in taking a stand 
for evangelism, for the historic 
Christian faith, and for scriptural 
methods and scriptural co-opera- 
tion in doing God’s work. 

The following resolution was 
unanimously adopted by standing 
vote, without one dissenting, and 
with great enthusiasm. 


Resolutions on Evangelism 
Adopted at the Hamilton Ho- 
tel, Chicago, December 
26, 1958 

We, evangelists, pastor-evange- 
lists, and educators of soul win- 
ners assembled in Chicago, . De- 
cember 26-27, facing our respon- 
sibilities to God and Christian peo- 
ple for scriptural leadership in 
evangelism, hereby adopt and pub- 
lish the following resolution. 

I. Whereas; America needs an 


Christianity which is evidenced by 
overwhelming sins of. divorce, 
drunkenness, crime, juvenile de- 
linquency, adultery among the 
people; with shocking unbelief, 
worldliness, and coid formalism 
in the churches. 

II. Whereas; We solemnly be- 
lieve any evangelism which does 
not deal honestly and scripturally 
with the sin and the unbelief and 
disloyalty to the Bible prevalent 
in religious circles cannot bring 
about the true scriptural revival

As do all major creeds of 
Christianity, and as_ orthodox 
Christians have unitedly agreed 
since the apostles, we affirm that 
without these fundamental truths, 
any religion is not the historic 
Christian religion, the religion of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. These ab- 
solute essentials are, we believe:

IV. Whereas; We. believe that 
with brotherly love, Christians, as 
individuals, may properly co-op- 
erate with all who (1) claim and 
evidence in life saving faith in| 
Christ as Saviour, (2). firmly be- 
lieve and profess the above essen- 
tials of the faith, and (3) though 
they may differ on lesser matters 
of faith, do not make “doubtful 
disputations.” 7 


V. Whereas; We believe it un- 
scriptural and wrong to yoke up 
with unbelievers and thus put un- 
saved men or enemies of the his- 
toric Christian faith in partial 
control of, or influential in any 
Kind of Christian work, whether 
in evangelism or Christian schools 
or denominational work or minis- 
terial associations or local church- 
es. We rejoice in the Gospel, who- 
ever preaches it, and in souls 
saved, however won. But we be- 
lieve that any evangelist who calls 
unbelievers Christians, who has 
enemies of the Bible lead in pray- 
er, or who sends new converts or 
inquirers to churches which do not 
beiieve and preach the Bible .as 
the perfectly revealed Word of 
God, and where their faith is like- 
ly to be destroyed, does wrong, 
whether his motives are good or 
bad. By so doing, we believe one 
violates the plain command of 
God in II Corinthians 6:14-18, 
Ephesians 5:11, II John 7-11, and 
Galatians 1:8, 9. 


Thus to receive to our pulpits 
or platforms and to give Christian 
recognition to men who “do not 
abide in the doctrine of Christ’ is 
to “bid them God speed” and to 
“be a partaker of their evil deeds,” 
as II John, verses 7-11, plainly 
forbids. To help erase the line 
between those who believe the Bi- 
ble is the Word of God, and those 
who believe the Bible may or may 
not CONTAIN the Word of. God 
along with uninspired material is 
forbidden in. the Bible. Even 
though the Gospel is preached, any 
occasion when modernists and un- 
believers are made more popular 
and influential and Bible-believing 


is wrong..The Bible says, “Blessed 


standeth in the way of sinners, 
nor sitteth in the seat of the 
scornful” (Ps. 1:1). The Bible 
is as clear on the question of bad 
company, of wrong associations, 
of spiritual compromise, as on the 
gospel message itself, or on the 
fundamental doctrines accepted by 


tidis. It is néver right to do wrong 
in order to get a chance to do 
right. 

We believe it right to preach 
to all sinners. We believe it is 
never right to put lost men, ene- 
mies of the Bible, in places to 
partially control or sponsor a re- 
vival campaign, a local church, a 
ministerial association, or a de- 
nomination or religious institution. 


‘THEREFORE BE IT RE- 
SOLVED: 


1. That we reaffirm our whole- 
hearted lovaliy to these truths— 
the verbal inspiration and authori- 
ty of the Bible, the deity, virgin 
birth, vicarious blood atonement, 
bodily resurrection, and second 
coming: of our Lord Jesus Christ. 


2. That we, with humble con- 


fessiorr of our failures and weak-

selves anew with holy zeal to soul 
winning and evangelism at home 
and abroad, in obedience to 
Christ’s Great Commission, and as 
the main thing Jesus died for. 


3. That we humbly ask God to 
make us worthy of the reproach 
of Christ, and to make us willing 
to suffer for the holy faith, as 
have prophets, apostles and mar- 
tyrs and saints who were true to 
Christ in all ages. Since this is 
the age for crosses, not crowns; 
since we are commanded to go 
outside the gate with Christ in- 
stead. of staying in with the ma- 
jorities of this world, we humbly 
ask God to give us grace to. stand 
fast, earnestly contending for the 
faith, suffering, -if need be, for 
Christ. : 

4. We solemnly resolve that we 
will not knowingly support, with 
gifts, or influence or labor, any 
religious program or _ institution 
or man which denies or. contra- 
dicts or perverts any of the essen- 
tials of the faith mentioned above. 
By God’s help we undertake to 
match our holy convictions with 
our living and giving. 

). We solemnly resolve that we 
will not knowingly give Christian 
recognition to those who are un- 
converted or who deny any of the 
basic essentials of the Christian 
faith; that we will not knowing- 
ly work under the sponsorship of 
these unbelievers, nor join them 
in sponsorship of any religious 
program, whether’ evangelistic 
campaign, ministerial association, 
denominational or local church 
programs, We resolve not to dis- 
obey the plain commands of the 
Bible in order to get a chance to 
preach the Gospel. 


6. We solemnly resolve that we 
will endeavor to go anywhere God 
leads, for revival and soul win- 
ning, as He opens the doors and 
makes His will clear by the Holy 
Spirit, whether opportunities ap- 
pear great or small, and as the 
opportunities conform to the re- 
quirements for co-operation or 
sponsorship. 


7. We declare our intention to 
promote and pray for co-operation 
in evangelism with true Chris- 
tians on a scriptural basis, while 
we also earnestly promote local 
church and individual evangelism.

course, but more. He was huriian, 
yet He was God. There was in 
Him a duality of nature, yet a 
singleness of person. Two persons 
did not dwell in the one body— 
make no mistake about ‘that. 
There were two natures, not two 
persons, Into union with His di- 
vine personality God took a human 
nature, to become the solitary One, 
for He was never paralleled by any 
created person. He is far separat- 
ed from the human race. He was 
in the midst of death—the living 
One. He was in the midst of dark- 
ness—the Light of the world. He 
was in the midst of sin—the holy 
one, 

It is possible to be surrounded 
by human beings and still be alone. 
On the writer’s first visit to New 
York City he went alone. In that 
city he was surrounded by five or 
six millions of people—yet he was 
alone. (Sometimes folk laughingly 
say, “Well, if I do go to Hell, I'll 
have lots of company.” Yes—and 
you'll be alone.) I saw a Chinaman 
on the streets today—a man in the 
midst of men, yet solitary. He was 
away from his land, away from his 
home, away from his kind. He was 
alone. But what can a finite illus- 
tration do to bring to us the 
thought of Christ surrounded by 
man—yet alone, alone because no 
other being of His kind ever ex- 
isted? 


He Was Solitary in His 
Sinlessness 


Someone has described Jesus 
Christ as a “white Rose in the 
midst of a bed of scarlet poppies.” 
Isn’t that a vivid picture of our 
Saviour in the midst of the sinful 
men of this world? He had noth- 
ing in common with them. It was 
true then as now, that “the whole 
world lieth in wickedness.” How 
His sensitive soul must have shrunk 
from the blasphemy, sin, and hy- 
pocrisy of His day! His stainless 
purity could have no ‘fellowship 
with the wrongs, sins, impurities, 
shames, of this earth. His own dis- 
ciples wounded Him again and 
again. In a very true sense of the 
word, He had no companions. Men 
could not be His companions, for 
they were impure, while He is 
pure; their aspirations were un- 
holy, while His are always holy; 
their hearts were full of hate; His 
full of love. 

Did you ever stop to think how 
lonely a saint would be in Hell? 
Yet loneliness such as that is not 


comparable to the loneliness of our 
Lord while here on earth. He was 
alone in His sinlessness., 


He Was Solitary in His Love 


Jesus Christ loved men—they 
did not love Him. They “hate me 
without a cause,” was His declara- 
tion. He called to men, ‘“‘Come un- 
to me,” but “He came unto his 
own, and his own received him 
not.” The leaders of His nation— 
His own nation—derided Him, and 
cried out, ‘It is not fit that such a 
fellow should live. Away with 
Him! Crucify Him!’ His own de- 
nied Him, forsook Him, sold Him. 
I have often imagined Christ 
walking the highways and byways 
of His own land, His, eager eyes 
scanning each face that He met 
for some sign of recognition, but 
He was in the world and the world 
knew Him not. When my boy was 
a baby I came home every two or 
three weeks from some evangelis- 
tic trip, and I remember how I 
walked to the crib where he was 
lying—my boy—to look down into 
those blue eyes of his, longing for 
some sign of recognition. He was 
my own, yet he gave no sign of 
recognition whatsoever. How often 
I turned away from that crib to 
say, “Oh, he doesn’t know me.” He 
was my own but he didn’t know 
me. That brings grief to the heart 
of a man. 

There isn’t anything more de- 
pressing, or anything that makes 
a heart heavier, than to long for 
those whom you love, only to find 
them beyond reach or out of 
touch. This was impressed upon 
me recently when I went into 
the home of a man over ninety 
years of age, who _ had, _ just 
a few months before, buried 
away from his sight, like Abra- 
ham of old, the wife of his 
bosom. She had been a wife to 
him. She had made a home for him. 
She had been a companion to him. 
Now she was gone. He was ill. In 
weakness he sat in his chair that 
day and said to me, “Brother Moy- 
er, I don’t want to stay.”’ And then 
in his weakness he broke into tears 
and, unable to speak, pointed with 
shaking finger to the wall where 
hung her picture. I knew that he 
longed to be with the one he loved. 
His heart reached out after her, 
but she was beyond his reach. 


Yet, never in all the history of 
the race did one yearn after a 
loved one as Christ yearned after 
men.

The very men whom 
He loved, instead of coming to 
Him, instead of loving Him, spit 
upon Him, smote Him, thorn- 
crowned Him, mocked Him, cruci- 
fied Him. Oh, the heartache of it! 
How lonely He was! And He has 
the same yearning over men to- 
day. He still calls to men, ‘“‘Come 
unto me,” and men still refuse to 
come. Have you? Is His heart still 
yearning for you? Is He still the 
solitary Saviour, the lonely Lord, 
as far as you are concerned? 


He Was Solitary in His 
Mission 

There was a dullness of the hu- 
man intellect, a deadness of the 
human heart with reference to the 
mission of our Saviour. He knew 
His mighty task, but no one else 
seemed to comprehend it. When 
He was born they called His name 
Jesus, because He was to save His 
people from their sins, but that 
seemed to mean nothing even to 
His dear ones. 

All through His life His eye 
was on the cross. When He spoke 
of His “Father’s business,” He re- 
ferred to the cross. When He men- 
tioned “Mine hour,” He had in 
mind the cross. From the begin- 
ning He knew the awful climax 
of His earthly career: that.of ag- 
ony, anguish, shame, pain, beyond 
human description. If some of us 
knew the future, the responsibility 
would break us; we would be over- 
whelmed; some would go insane. 
The only hope for us, did some of 
us know the future, would be in 
the~companionship and fellowship 
of those who love us. But He had 
no one who understood. He was 


alone. His heart must have 
yearned for sympathy, but He 
found none. 


He was misunderstood at every 
step. His own people were blind to 
His mission. They thought only of 
temporal glory not of redemption. 
They knew that their Scriptures 
declared of their Messiah, ‘The 
government shall be upon _ his 
shoulder.”’ He would dash His en- 
emies “in pieces like a potter's 
vessel.” But here was this man 
Jesus, ealled the Christ, ’tis true, 
yet walking through the dust of 
the land while the enemy rode in 
chariots, with nowhere to lay His 
head while the enemy dwelt in 
palaces. So they laughed Him to 
scorn and cried out, “Away with 
him.” And finally they condemned 
Him as an impostor and nailed 
Him to the cursed tree. 

Even His own disciples were dis- 
appointed in Him, They shared 
the hopes of their people, and ex- 
pected Him to go to the throne of 
David in the overthrow of Rome. 
Then when He told them that He 
must suffer, that He must be 
killed, they rebuked Him, and 
cried out, “Not so.” 


And beyond this, even His moth- 
er, who knew of His supernatural 
birth and sinless years, did not 
seem to understand His course. It 
seems that she joined with others 
in considering Him crazy—‘“beside 
himself” (Mark 3:21). 

It was all of this misunderstand- 
ing and rejection, this Joneliness, 
which culminated in the Gross 
which inspired the poet to write, 

‘He died of .a broken heart.” 


He Was Solitary in His 
Suffering 


Go to Gethsemane. See Him in 


the travail of His soul. See the 
agony and bloody sweat. Hear Him 
cry out to His Father. Oh, how He 
needed sympathy that night! How 
He longed for the disciples to 
watch with Him for a little while! 
And they were asleep! He was 
alone, They did not comprehend 
the agony which shook His soul. 
He was alone. 


Then, when He stepped out from 
beneath the shadow of the olive 
trees, He was betrayed by one of 
His familiar friends—betrayed 
with a kiss! Then they all forsook 
Him and fled! And then Peter— 
Peter!—took an oath that he had 
never known this man _ Jesus! 
What a scene! The Friend of men 
stood without a friend! He was 
alone. He stood alone before the 
high priest with no one to protest 
the indignities offered Him. He 
stood alone before Pilate with not 
a single one to speak a single word 
in His defense. Oh, one did carry 
His cross, but not for love, only 
because he was compelled to do so. 
Then when they nailed Him to the 
tree, what friendly hearts there 
may have been were lost in the 
crowd, and He was confronted on 
every hand by the face of a foe. 
The crowd milled round the cross, 
the priests wagging their heads, 
the rabble mocking and reviling, 
the multitude shouting—all with 
hard, unmoistened faces waiting to 
see the end, watching to see Him 
die. There was no cry of sympathy 
anywhere. He was alone. 


Oh! if that were all, it might 


‘not be so bad; for others have en- 


dured_ pain, agony, persecution. 
But—He was forsaken of God! 
That is the meaning of that 
strange cry that pierced the air,

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“My God, my God, why hast thou 
forsaken me?”

The dense darkness that came at 
midday seemed to declare and in- 
tensify His loneliness, for it cut 
Him off from everyone, from ev- 
erything. He was left to Himself. 

And there has never been, in all 
the annals of the human race, 
such solitude as this. When the 
three Hebrew children were thrust 
into the fiery furnace, the king 
saw walking with them in the 
flame the Son of God. They were 
not alone. An early Christian mar- 
tyr was taken by the cruel hands 
of torture, to have flesh rent and 
bones broken, in an effort to make 
him deny his faith. When he was 
left, he was a mass of bleeding 
flesh and broken bones. Yet he en- 
dured all the suffering without a 
single cry. When his dear ones 
found him and sobbed over him, 
they said, “How did you stand it 
all without a single cry or com- 
plaint?’”’ And he answered simply, 
“Jesus was with me.’ He was not 
alone. But our Lord on the cr®ss 
was denied the comforting pres- 
ence of God. He was alone. He 
died alone. He wrestled, prayed, 
sorrowed, suffered, died alone. 

AND OUR SIN MADE IT SO. 
The sinless One on the cross was 
made to be sin for us. He “bare 
our sins in his own body on the 
tree.”” He was made a “curse for 
us.” He was there “smitten of God, 
and afflicted” in our room and 
stead. He bore what we deserved. 
He alone died for us because He 
alone could do it. Hebrews says, 
“When he had by himself purged 
our sins’—and it must be “‘by him- 
self’ for it could be by no other 
one. No other person could do it, 
not even the one who loves you 
most, That is why He was alone 
in the work of redemption. He 
alone bore our iniquity. He alone 
bore the curse of God. He alone 
bore the wrath against sin. He 
alone could do it, so He was alone 
in it, 


He Is Not Now Solitary 


We believe that now our Sav- 
iour is in Heaven, surrounded by 
multitudes of men and women who 
are absent from the body and at 
home with Him—because He died 
alone. Isaiah may have meant 
something like this when he wrote 
of the time when “he shall see his 
seed.” Paul tells of the bringing 
of many sons unto glory. God has 
always desired to surround Him- 
self with men. 

A blessed intimacy existed be- 
tween God and man in Eden—an 
intimacy marred by sin. God dwelt 
in the midst of His people Israel 
in the tabernacle, and later in the 
temple. God dwelt in the midst of 
men in the day of His flesh, and 
He will dwell again in the midst of 
His people in the millennium. 
God’s purpose will one day be fully 
realized and gratified in*the eter- 
nal state, in that day when all 
Heaven and earth shall be gath- 
ered round Him, and when He 
shall be all in all. That purpose 
might be expressed in the words, 
“The tabernacle of God is with 
men, and he will dwell’ with them, 
and they shall be his people, and 
God himself shall be with them, 
and be their God.”

Multitudes of people in 
Texas and Oklahoma can 
hear Evangelist John R. 
Rice every Sunday morning 
at 7:30, in the “‘Voice of Re- 
vival” on 


Radio WFAA, Dallas 
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preachers, many had not listened, 
many would not hear, and thou- 
sands were still lost. Many re- 
ligious people did not get right. 
This text, “Whereunto shall I 
liken this generation,” has refer- 
ence to the ministry of John the 
Baptist among other things. John 
the Baptist lived right; he 
preached the truth; but he 
couldn’t win everybody. Multi- 
tudes were on their way to Hell. 
Multitudes were judgment-bound 
and Hell-determined in spite of 
the great ministry of a _ great 
preacher. 

I want us to notice five things 
in the gospels that Jesus said 
about His generation. Those things 
that Jesus said about the genera- 
tion in which He lived for thirty- 
three years, I could say about 
mine, the one in which I have lived 
for forty-three years. People have 
not changed. Human nature is the 
Same today that it was when God 
formed man out of the dust of 
the ground, and man disobeyed 
and fell in the Edenic paradise. 
Man without God will be the same 
until the day Jesus blows His 
trumpet and comes to receive the 
church. Human nature never 
changes. Anything that Jesus said 
about His generation is true of 
my generation and yours. The Son 
of God takes divine X-ray of hu- 
man nature and ‘interprets to us 
the tragic realities, 

‘“Whereunto shall I liken this 
generation?” . 


I. This Is An Indifferent 
Generation 


First of all, Jesus taught that 
His was an indifferent generation. 
Jesus said, “But whereunto shall 
I liken this generation? It is like 
unto children sitting in the mar- 
kets, and calling unto their fel- 
lows, And saying, We have piped 
unto you, and ye have not danced; 
we have mourned unto you, and 
ye have not lamented” (Matt. 11: 
16, 17). Jesus said, “I liken. this 
generation unto a group of chil- 
dren playing out in the street.” 
Children are imitators. They imi- 
tate people and _ they imitate 
things. Jesus said these children 
are imitating two things: a dance 
and a funeral. First of all, they 
say, “We have piped unto you.” 
They blew their little horns and 
made their little music, but no- 
body responded and nobody came 
to play. Jesus said this is the way 
multitudes are. “We have piped 
unto you and ye have not danced.” 

Then the little children imitate 
a funeral. They say, “We have 
mourned unto you, and ye have 
not lamented.” In other words, 
“Somebody is dead; we are mourn- 
ing; our hearts are broken, but 
you have not lamented with us, 
and you have not wept with us.” 
Jesus said that is the way this 
generation is. It is an indifferent 
generation. ‘We have piped unto 
you, and ye have not danced; we 
have mourned unto you, and ye 
have not lamented.” 

In spite of the folks I am seeing 
saved, in spite of the evidences of 
the blessing of God and the spirit 
of revival and the work of the 
Lord in the hearts of multitudes 
of people, there has never been 
a generation more indifferent to 
the Gospel than this one in which 
you and I live. I did not say indif- 
ferent to religion, but indifferent 
to the Gospel of the grace of God. 

I went into a home recently 
where there was a man who was 
not going to live long. He was 
propped up in a chair. His hands 
were trembling. This was the sec- 
ond time I had been in the home 
to try to talk to him about his 
soul because he was lost and with- 
out God and on his way to Hell. 
His wife, son, and son-in-law were 
sitting in the living room with 
him. They knew he was going to 
die. They knew he couldn’t live 
long. I sat down beside him and

began to talk to him about his 
soul. The television was going; a 
cowboy picture was on with guns 
ablazing and_ horses _§ running. 
‘Phose people were not even inter- 
ested enough to turn the television 
off. I asked the sick man if he 


knew he was going to leave this /.- 


world pretty soon. 


“Yes, I know it, Mr. Malone,” 
he said. 


I asked, ‘‘Would you like to be 
a Christian?” 

He replied, ‘‘Well, I oughta be, 
but I feel I’ve waited too late; 
I’ve gone too far; I’ve put it off 
too long.” 

The television was still going. His 
son, son-in-law, and wife were still 
watching it. What did they care 
about his soul? They knew he 
was going to Hell, but they were 
not even interested enough to shut 
off a television with a cowboy 
picture on it. Are those people 
interested in a man’s soul? Ten 
thousand times—No! This is an 
indifferent generation. 

One week exactly from _ that 
night when I pleaded with that 
man to be saved, he died without 
hope and without God and is in 
Hell this moment. When the news 
came of his death, I could not 
help but think how different it 
might have been. Suppose the 
wife had come over to his chair, 
got down on her knees, and begged 
him in tears to- be saved. With- 
out a doubt, he would be in Heav- 
en today. Suppose his grown chil- 
dren had shut off the television 
and come in tears and said, ‘“Dad- 
dy, please be saved; you are soon 
to meet God and you are. yet in 
your sins.” Without a doubt he 
would have been saved. Suppose 
he had said, “Mr. Malone, I am 
at the end of the journey, and I 
have lived without God until this 
solemn hour. Please tell me how 
I can be forgiven of my sins and 
be saved from Hell and judg- 
ment.’”” He would have been re- 
joicing in Heaven today with the 
angels of God instead of suffering 
in Hell with the lost of alPages. 

Oh, Indifference, how many you 
have slain! how many you have 
sent to a Christless grave and an 
eternal Hell! Oh, Indifference, 
how many you have held in your 
captivity until their doom -was 
sealed forever. 

Indifference speaks of a heart 
which is being hardened against 
God. God’s Word says, “Where- 
fore (as the Holy Ghost saith, To 
day if ye will hear his voice, 
Harden not your hearts, as in the 


provocation, in the days of temp- |’ 


tation in the wilderness: When 
your fathers tempted me, proved 
me, and saw my works forty 
years. Wherefore I was grieved 
with that generation, and said, 
They do alway err in their heart; 
and they have not known my 
ways. So I sware in my wrath, 
They shall not enter into my 
rest.)”—Hebrews 3:7-11. 
“Whereunto shall I liken this 
generation?” It is indifferent! 


II. This Is A Religious But 
Lost Generation 


Jesus taught that His was a 
religious but lost generation. Now 
notice something in Matthew 3:7, 
8: “But when he [John the Bap- 
tist| saw many of the Pharisees 
and Sadducees come to his bap- 
tism, he said unto them, O gen- 
eration of vipers, who hath 
warned you to flee from _ the 
wrath to come? Bring forth there- 
fore fruits meet for repentance.” 
Here is what happened. John was 
out preaching repentance, He said, 
“Unless you repent, you are not 
going to be saved.” He said, “Re- 
pent or perish,” Listen, there is 
no such thing as being saved in 
your sins. You must repent ac- 
cording to the Bible and be will- 
ing to turn from your sins and 
forsake them in order to obtain 
the mercy of God. John preached 


that. Some folks were coming, 
hearing, repenting and being bap- 
tized. The Sadducees came. They 
said, “We want to be baptized; 
we want to join with you.” Who 
were the Sadducees? They were 
people who did not believe in 
miracles, who did not believe in 
angels, and who did not believe 
in the resurrection. Théy said, 
“John, we want you to baptize 
us.” 


John said, “I won’t do it. I 
won't baptize you. You Sadducees 
must bring forth fruit meet for 
repentance. You repent like any- 
body else. You get right with God. 
You cast aside your old, dead, 
formal, ritualistic religion, then 
I'll baptize you.” 

The Pharisees came. The Phari- 
sees were orthodox. They said, 
“We believe the Bible.” The¥ «had 
six hundred prohibitions. There

That is the first paragraph of 
a letter I received from a woman 
who joined the church and was 
baptized fifteen years ago. She is 
a religious but lost woman who 
has been teaching a Sunday School 
class. She is a religious but lost 
woman who for fifteen years has 
been just as religious as anybody 
but who writes and says, “I. was 
baptized and joined the church 
without being born again.” After 
fifteen years she asks, “Is there 
any hope for me? The only end 
of this is Hell.” Jesus’ generation 
was a religious but lost genera- 
tion. So is this twentieth-century 
generation, 

I have seen on the television 
and read in newspapers’ the 
records of great so-called revival 
campaigns in our day where hun- 
dreds and hundreds and hundreds 
of people professed to be saved. 
I’ve talked to-preachers in cities 
where these campaigns have been 
conducted—preachers who have 
not had one person join the 
church, have not had one person 
attend prayer meeting, have not 
had one person start tithing as 
a result of the so-called revival 
campaign. That is not of God, and 
I don’t want any part of it. One 
thing that is wrong in America 
today is that the line of separa- 
tion on the part of preachers has 
been broken down.

The 
Word of God teaches, “There is 
none righteous, no not one.” The 
Bible teaches that every -man, 
rich or poor, white or black, 
learned or unlearned, is born in 
sin and conceived in iniquity, and 
that he will go to Hell not be- 
cause of what he does but be- 
cause of what he is, for all men 
are sinners. 


I read that a missionary in Ja- 
pan said, “These Japanese peo- 
ple are different. They are so 
hard to convince that they need 
a Saviour.” She told that she was 
talking to a Japanese lady who 
was educated (95 per cent of the 
Japanese people are educated peo- 
ple; only 5 per cent of them are 
not educated). This refined, edu- 
cated Japanese lady said to the 
missionary who was talking to her 
about the fact that all have sinned 
and come short of the glory of God 
and therefore need a Saviour, 
“What a ridiculous thought that 
I have a corrupt heart and a cor- 
rupt nature and need to be born 
again.” The missionary said the 
Japanese people are different. I 
say they are not. 

The average American laughs 
at the thought that he ought to 
go to Hell. The average person in 
this country laughs at the thought 
that he is a subject for Hell and 
the wrath and condemnation of 
God, but according to God’s Word, 
he is. Every man and woman who 
does not experience the new birth 
will suffer the wrath of an angry 
God in Hell. If the Bible is true, 
“Ye must be born again” (John 
Ott).

It is an evil genera- 
tion. 


IV. This Is A Hell-Bound 
Generation 


Jesus taught that His genera- 
tion was a Hell-bound generation. 
In Matthew 23:33 He said, “Ye 
serpents, ye generation of vipers, 
how can ye escape the damnation 
of hell?” Jesus said His genera- 
tion was a Hell-bound generation, 
and so is ours. 

One night in London, England, 
during the second World War, an 
humble, faithful, godly man went 
out on the street with a handful 
of tracts. The Nazi bombs were 
falling and crowds were rushing 
through the streets trying to get 


to the bomb shelters. Buildings | 


were being destroyed and confu- 
sion reigned everywhere. This 
godly man began to pass out 
tracts and to tell people as they 
hurried along how the Lord Jesus 
could save them. A man walked 
up to him and said, “This is Hell, 
isn’t it?” 

This faithful witness replied, 
“No, this is not Hell. There are 
three reasons that I know it 
isn’t. There are no Christians _in 
Hell, and I’m a Christian. Around 
the corner is a public house where 
all kinds of sin went on tonight 
bef he bombs started to fall, 
a lt no public houses in 


Hell. I’m giving out the Gospel

of Jesus Christ tonight, which ‘is 
the power of God unto salvation 
to every one that believeth,’ and 


there will be no Gospel in Hell. 


No, this isn’t Hell. Hell is at the 
end of a Christless life.” 


“Whereunto shall I liken this 
generation?” It is a Hell-bound 
generation. Jesus plainly taught 
that many are on their way to 
Hell. He said, “Enter ye in at 
the strait gate: for wide is the 
gate, and broad is the way, that 
leadeth to destruction, and many 
there be which go in thereat” 
(Matt. 7:13). Jesus teaches here 
that many are lost while few are 
truly saved: Hell is a fact, an aw- 
ful and terrible reality. 


Jesus had much to say about 
Hell. In Mark 9:43-47 He used 
some of the strongest language in 
referring to Hell that He ever 
used on any subject. Listen to 
Him: 

“And if thy hand offend thee, 
cut it off: it is better for thee to 
enter into life maimed, than hav- 
ing two hands to go into hell, into 


the fire that never shall _ be 
quenched: Where their worm 
dieth not, and the fire is not 


quenched. And if thy foot offend 
thee, cut it off: it is better for 
thee to enter halt mto life, than 
having two feet to be cast into 
hell, into the fire that never shall 
be quenched: Where their worm 
dieth not, and the fire is not 
quenched. And if thine eye offend 
thee, pluck it out: it is better for 
thee to enter into the kingdom 
of God with one eye, than having 
two eyes to be cast into hell fire.” 

Jesus taught that Hell was such 
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a terrible place that a man or 
woman might better lose an eye 
or two hands or two feet than 
to stumble into Hell. 

Sometime ago I stood by the 
bedside of a young man who had 
lost one of his legs in a shooting 
accident. I asked the young man 
if he were a Christian. He looked 
at me and said, “Yes, Brother 
Malone, I am saved. I am a child 
of God.” 

I said, “When were you saved?” 

He replied, “Here on this bed. 
I was in such awful pain for four 
hours, I knew I could not stand 
it any longer. I called on God to 
help me, and I asked God to save 
me. I know that He saved me, and 
I am a Christian.” Then he said 
to me, “This accident happened 
for a reason. As a result of losing 
my leg, I have gotten my soul 
saved. I would rather have one leg 
and be saved than to have two 
legs and die in sin and go to Hell.”’ 

I say the same thing. I would 
rather lose both eyes, both hands, 
and both legs and be saved and 
have a new body, incorruptible 
and undefiled in Heaven and be 
with the Lord Jesus forever than 
to go through life with the best 
of health and be lost forever. 

“Jesus spoke of Hell in the six- 
teenth chapter of Luke. There He 
told of a rich man who died and 
in Hell lifted up his eyes, being 
in torment. 

You want to remember, friend, 
that Jesus spoke of the wrath of 
God and the judgment of God up- 
on sin and against sinners, It was 
Jesus who said in John 3:36, “He 
that believeth on the Son hath 
everlasting life; and he that be- 
lieveth not the Son shall not see 
life; but the wrath of God abid- 
eth on him.” Yes, all through 
God’s Word we are taught con- 
cerning the fact and the reality 
and the existence of Hell. 


In Psalm 9:17 we read, “The 


wicked shall be turned into hell, 
and all the nations that forget 
God.” In Revelation 14:10, 11: 
“And the smoke of their torment 
ascendeth up forever and ever: 
and they have no rest day or 
night, who worship the beast.” In 
II Thessalonians 1:8, Paul writes 
of the Lord Jesus’ coming “in 
flaming fire, taking vengeance on 
them that know not God, and 
obey not the gospel of the Lord 
Jesus Christ, who shall be pun- 
ished with everlasting destruction 
from the presence of the Lord, 
and from the glory of His power.” 
In James 3:6 James speaks of 
the tongue’s “being set on fire of 
hell.” In Jude, verse 7, the writer 
refers to the destruction of Sodom 
and Gomorrah as being set forth 
for an example of the suffering 
and the vengeance of eternal fire. 
And again, in verse 13, he speaks 
of the lost as being ‘“‘wandering 
stars to whom is reserved the 
blackness of darkness for ever.” 


So you see, dear friend, the 
Word of God teaches there is a 
Hell. False religions and _ false 
cults abroad in the land today 
teach there is no Hell, but God’s 
Word teaches there is. 


I think the punishment of Hell 
will be more than the punishment 
of flames and fervent heat. There 
are two things about Hell the Bi- 
ble teaches will be unbearable. 
There will be, first of all, being 
forsaken of God. When Jesus died 
on the cross, He cried, “My God, 
my God, why hast Thou forsaken 
me?” He was forsaken of God 
while taking the sinner’s place. 
When He cried, God wouldn’t lis- 
ten to Him. The Lord did not an- 
swer Him. God turned His, back 
on Him; God turned His face 
away as Christ became a sin-offer- 
ing for us. This is a picture of 
the sinner in Hell, forsaken of 
God. 


Second Thessalonians 1:9 speaks 
of being punished with everlasting 
destruction from the presence of 
the Lord and from the glory of 
His power. Some translators have 
said: this word “destruction” 
means everlasting seclusion or ex- 
pulsion from the presence of the 
Lord. It does not mean annihila- 
tion, aS some would have us to 
believe. It is an everlasting  pun- 
ishment, so it cannot be annihila- 
tion. Annihilation is momentary, 
and this punishment is everlast- 
ing. It never ends. It means ever- 
lasting separation from God. 


The second awful thing about 
Hell will be memory. In Luke 16, 
Abraham is quoted as saying to 
the lost man in Hell, “Son, re- 
member.’ Remember in your life- 
time you had your good things. 
You had your ,chances, You had 
your opportunities. You wouldn't 
be saved. Now, remember it. Re- 
member it forever. While the ages 
roll-on, while the fires of Hell 
burn and never go out, while age 
upon age upon age goes across 
the eternal Hells, remember, Re- 
member, you had your chance to 
be saved. Remember every, song 
you heard, every prayer that was 
prayed, every sermon that was 
preached, Remember! Remember 
the people who tried to get you 
to be a Christian. Remember those 
who loved you and pled with you 
and prayed for you. Remember! 
Remember your sins. Remember 
how you influenced others, damned 
the souls: of others and sent them 
to Hell; Memory! Memory! Its 
awful pains and torments will 
make Hell a terrible place.

V. This Is a Judement-Bound 
Generation - 


Jesus said His generation was a 
judgment-bound generation, Mat- 
thew 12:41 says, “The men of 
Nineveh shall rise in. judgment 
with this generation, and shall 
condemn it: because they repented 
at the preaching of Jonas; and, 
behold, a greater .than Jonas is 
here.”’ Now listen, Jesus said that 
the men of Nineveh on the day 
of judgment who repented at the 
preaching of Jonas would rise up 
and condemn the generation of 
Jesus because they didn’t repent 
at the preaching of John the Bap- 
tist and the preaching of Jesus 
Christ. I wonder who all will rise 
up in the judgment and condemn 
your generation and mine which 
has heard more preaching than 
any generation in the history of 
the human race. Yet so many 
thousands have not repented,

fad, or the emphasis of men in 
theology does change. 


Actually the article was a propa- 
ganda piece for a well-organized 
group who had set out to gain 
control of the fundamental, Bible- 
believing Christian institutions in 
America. The foremost in the 
group. quoted and represented in 
the article were Dr. Vernon 
Grounds of Denver Conservative 
Baptist Theological Seminary, Dr. 
Edward J. Carnell, president of 
Fuller Seminary, Dr. Carl F. H. 
Henry of Fuller Seminary, Dr. 
Bernard Ramm of Baylor Univers- 
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If you will not face your sins 
here and settle up with God, then 
you must face them at the judg- 
ment bar of God.

Hear the Word of God on 
this matter, “And the times of this 
ignorance God winked at; but now 
commandeth all men every where 
to repent: Because he hath ap- 
pointed a day, in the which he 
will judge the world in righteous- 
ness by that man whom he hath 
ordained; whereof he hath given 
assurance unto all men, in that 
he hath raised him from the dead” 
(Acts 17:30, 31). 


God has appointed a day and 
Jesus will be the Judge. No one 
will escape. “So then every one 
of us. shall give account of him- 
self to God” (Rom. 14:12). God 
is keeping an accurate record, and 
He knows the names of the saved 
and the names of the lost. 

“And I saw a great white 
throne, and him that sat on it, 
from whose face the earth and the 
heaven. fled away; and there was 
found no place for them, And I 
saw the dead, small and great, 
stand before God; and the books 
were opened: and another book 
was opened, which is the book of 
life: and the dead were judged 
out of those things which were 
written in the books, according 
to their works. And the sea gave 
up the dead which were in it; and 
death and hell delivered up the 
dead which were in them: and 
they were judged every man ac- 
cording to their works. And death 
and hell were cast into the lake 
of fire. This is the second death. 
And whosoever was not found 
written in the book of life was 
cast into the lake of fire.’’—Rev. 
20 :11-15.

The captain was afraid a storm 
would come, but he let his daugh- 
ter persuade him. They got on 
the boat and sailed to sea. A 
storm arose. The little boat began 
to be tossed here and there. Great 
avalanches of water fell from the 
sky. The winds blew fiercely. 

The captain said to his crew, 
‘We are going to be destroyed.” 
He took his little daughter, led 
her to the mast, which had been 
broken off, took some ropes, and 
as the wind nearly blew them 
from the deck and the waves 
dashed across the vessel, he tied 
the little girl to the broken mast. 
After awhile, every man was 
swept overboard. The little ship 
was torn into dozens of pieces, and 
every single man was drowned. 

Later when the storm had 
quieted and the sun was beginning 
to shine again and the winds had 
ceased to blow, there floated up 
to the shore a fourteen-year-old 
girl lashed to a piece of wood. 
She was saved out of the storm.

The men consulted agreed, how- 
ever, “Orthodoxy is forced to re- 
define its terms,” particularly 
with reference to the inspiration 
of the Bible. Dr. Wilbur Smith of 
Fuller Seminary is quoted in that 
article as saying, ‘I believe that 
most conservative theologians to- 
day agree that the whole subject 
of biblical inspiration needs rein- 
vestigation. What the majority of 
conservatives of our time mean by 
‘the inspiration of the Scriptures’ 
is certainly not, for example, what 
Luther meant by the phrase.” 

The meaning of inspiration is 
the point of greatest emphasis in 
the article, and with a tendency 
to lighten the Bible doctrine of 
inspiration is a new tendency to 
fellowship with those who do not 
believe in infallible and plenary 
inspiration of the Bible. 

Although the article avows a 
belief in verbal inspiration, it 
raises questions about it. For ex- 
ample, that article says, “Evan- 
gelicals, like fundamentalists, be- 
lieve that the Bible is the infalli- 


ble, inspired Word of God. But 


evangelicals are making bold to 
ask, “What does “infallible, in- 
spired” mean?’ 

“Few evangelical theologians be- 
lieve: today the view that it was 
‘dictated’ by God much as a busi- 
nessman does when he says, “Take 
a letter, Miss Brown.’ ”’ 

So when we deal with “new 
evangelicals” we must expect that 
people who say they believe in 
verbal inspiration of the Bible still 
may question whether the Bible 
is really the infallible Word of 
God in which God gave the very 
words in the original manuscripts, 
infallibly correct in science, his- 
tory, and all else. One of the prin- 
cipal authors quoted in the Chris- 
tian Life article, Dr. Bernard 
Ramm, for example, although he 
professes to. believe in verbal in- 
spiration, in the next breath says 
in his book, The Christian View 
of Science and Scripture, that the 
Bible account of an event is ac- 


curate only “in so far as the area 
and observation and information 
of the narrator extended” (page 
240). He says “... a few errors of 
matters of fact in the Bible is 
no grounds for denying the Bi- 
ble’s inspiration” (page 118). He 
says that the statements’ in 
the Bible as far as science goes 
are limited by the limits of He- 
brew culture and the limits of 
the Hebrew and Greek languages 
(page 71). That is not really the 
same as the historical doctrine of 
verbal inspiration. 

So, when a “new evangelical” 
speaks of ‘‘verbal inspiration’ he 
does not necessarily mean the his- 
toric position that God gave the 
very words, as He says He did, and 
that the Bible is infallibly correct. 
Neo-orthodoxy is not orthodoxy 
and new evangelicalism is not al- 
Ways evangelical in the historic 
sense, 


Wheaton President Avows 

Verbal Inspiration With a 

Reservation About “Mechani- 
cal Dictation” 


Wheaton College men have been 
very prominent in the “new evan- 
gelical’” movement. Dr.- Mixter, 
of the college, serves ds science 
editor of Christian Life magazine, 
helped write or o.k.’d the articles 
of “new evangelicals” relating to 
science. Dr. Edman is question- 
and-answer editor for Christian 
Life magazine. Dr, Carl Henry, 
one of the spokesmen for the 
movement, is a graduate of Whea- 
ton and former teacher in Whea- 
ton College. Wheaton’s teacher of 
anthropology, Mr. James Buswell 
III, wrote the article in Christian 
Life magazine giving the new 
evangelical viewpoint that man 
has been on the earth 200,000 or 
300,000 years, and endorsing some 
of the claims of the evolutionists. 
Dr. Billy Graham is not only a 
graduate, but a protege of Whea- 
ton College and of Dr. Edman, as 
well as the evangelistic voice of 


the new evangelical movement. So 


one gathers that Dr. Edman 
speaks in line with his former 
statements and his former associa- 
tions when he brings up the mat- 
ter of inspiration of the Bible. 
In the Bulletin of Wheaton Col- 
lege for November, 1958, Dr. Ed- 
man has an article, “The Spirit- 


ually Effective Faculty.” The 
article on the whole is good. 

In that message, Dr. Edman 
says, ‘‘We believe the Holy Scrip- 
tures to be ‘verbally inspired by 
God and inerrant in the original 
writing, and that they are of su- 
preme and final authority in faith 
and life’ as stated in our doctrinal 
platform.”’ 

Again he says, “The inspiration 
of the Bible is both verbal and 
plenary,” and he quotes from Dr. 
Louis Sperry Chafer’s Systematic 
Theology, volume 1, page 71. 

We suppose that because Whea- 
ton College has been in somewhat 


of a ferment on .the question of . 


verbal inspiration of the Bible and 
subject to some criticism on the 
subject, Dr. Edman felt a need to 
state the position of the college 
and his own position on verbal 
inspiration. 

But he qualified his statement 
on verbal inspiration in this No- 
vember bulletin as follows. 

“This view has been maintained 
consistently by leading evangelical 
theologians. By ‘verbal inspiration’ 
a few earnest Christians mean a 
mechanical dictation of the Scrip- 
tures to men. If such were the 
case the diction and vocabulary 
would be those of the Almighty 
and would not vary from one hu- 
man author to another. There 
are portions of the Scriptures 
which were dictated word for 
word by the Almighty, as for ex- 
ample, the Ten Commandments. 
These portions are easy to identi- 
fy. Inspiration involves dual au- 
thorship. On the divine side, the 
Bible is the Word of God in as 
much as it originates with Him 
and is the expression of His mind 
alone. On the human side, certain 
individuals were chosen by the 
Almighty to receive and tran- 
scribe into written form the Word 
of God.” 

We wonder why Dr. Edman 
felt a need to limit and qualify 
his statement about verbal in- 
spiration. There are serious ques- 
tions which: Bible scholars and 
earnest Bible believers would wish 
to ask Dr. Edman and which he 
ought to answer. 

Now Dr. Edman says, “By ‘ver- 
bal inspiration’ a few 
Christians mean a mechanical dice

tation of the Scriptures to men.” 
What earnest Christians believe 
and teach ‘a mechanical dicta- 
tion of the Scriptures to men,” 
* Dr. Edman? I do not know of any. 
I have books by Gaussen, War- 
field, B. H. Carroll, Torrey, Urqu- 
hart, Laird Harris, Walvoord, En- 
gelder, and others. I think I am 
familiar with the writings of the 
most ardent fundamentalists—Ri- 
ley, Ironside, Scofield, Trumbull, 
Chafer, Gaebelein, James M. Gray. 
I do not know a single book, nor 
a single Christian magazine, nor 
a single well-known preacher that 
teaches “a mechanical dictation of 
the Scriptures to men.” So I hon- 


estly ask Dr. Edman to explain 
what earnest Christians he refers 
to. What is that which he is re- 
pudiating? 


Why Use the False Term of 
Modernism, “Mechanical Dic- 
tation,” to Deride 
Fundamentalists? 


The simple truth is that the 
term ‘mechanical dictation” is a 
term invented by modernists to 
refer to verbal inspiration and in- 
fallible accuracy of the Bible. 

Harry Emerson Fosdick, in his 
book Modern Use of the Bible, 
copyright 1924, on page 274, says, 
“From naive acceptance of the 


| Bible as of equal credibility in 
a its parts because mechanically 
inerrant, I passed years ago to 
the shocking conviction that such 
traditional bibliolatry is false in 
fact and perilous in result.” By 
“mechanically inerrant,” Dr. Fos- 
dick refers to verbal inspiration. 


Emil Brunner in The Mediator, 
page 181, laments that the church- 
es “are still suffering from the 
incubus of the old mechanical 
theory of inspiration.” 

A. Deissmann, in the book The 
New Testament in the. Light of 
Modern Research, page 234, says, 
“This dogma of verbal inspiration 
of every letter of the New Testa- 
ment, which rightly can be called 
mechanical inspiration, is now 
abandoned in all scientific theolo-

Gad, page 46, says, “The mechan- 
ical and verbal inspiration of the 
Bible may be questioned . e 
G. T. Ladd, in The Doctrine of 
Sacred Scripture, Volume 1, page 
38, says that Christ’s doctrine of 
sacred Scripture does not “afford 
a root for a growth into any 
theories of verbal or mechanical 
inspiration or the deer ita of 
the Old Testament . 


It is obvious from Sian state- 
ments and many, many more, that 
modernists themselves are authors 
of the term ‘mechanical dicta- 
tion,” and that they use this 
sneering term to cast reflection on 
Bible-believers.. The term ‘“me- 
chanical dictation,” widely used 
by Fosdick, Brunner, and other 
unbelievers, is a false name they 
have given to verbal inspiration! 


Even A. H. Strong foolishly 
apes these and accuses Quenstedt, 
Hooker, and immortal Gaussen of 
“the dictation theory,’ accuses 
them of holding that inspiration 
“under the influence of the Spirit 
was purely mechanical” (System- 
atic Theology, page 102). 

This silly and dishonest attack 
by modernists on verbal inspira- 
tion, calling it “mechanical dicta- 
tion,” was answered well by Dr. 
G. Gresham Machen in Christian- 
ity and Liberalism, page 73, when 
he said: 


‘“khis doctrine of ‘plenary in- 
spiration’ has been made the 
Subject of persistent misrepre- 
sentation. Its opponents speak 
of it as though it involved a 
mechanical theory of the activi- 
ty of the Holy Spirit. The Spirit, 
it is said, is represented in this 
doctrine as dictating the Bible 
to writers who were really little 
more than stenographers. But 
of course all such caricatures 
are without basis in fact, and 
it is rather surprising that in- 
telliigent men should be so 
blinded by prejudice about this 
matter as not even to examine 
for themselves the perfectly ac- 
cessible treatises in which the 
doctrine of plenary inspiration 
is set forth. It is usually con- 
sidered good practice to exam- 
ine a thing for one’s self before 
echoing the vulgar ridicule of 
it. But in connection with the 
Bible such scholarly restraints 
are somehow regarded as out 
of place. It is so much easier 
to content one’s self with a 
few opprobrious adjectives, such 
as ‘mechanical,’ or the like. Why 
engage in serious criticism when 
the people prefer ridicule? Why 
attack a real opponent when it 
is easier to knock down a man 
of straw.” 


Dr Edman should have con- 
sulted Dr. R. Laird Harris, part- 
time teacher in Wheaton College, 
who, in his book Inspiration and 
Canonicity of the Bible, calls at- 
tention to this very matter, that 
modernists call verbal inspiration 
“mechanical dictation’ and that 
it is an insincere caricature. He 
says (page 20), “Some caricature 
the doctrine [of verbal inspira- 
tion! by saying that they cannot 
believe so rigid and mechanical 
a ‘dictation theory.’ Now, rigid 
the doctrine may be; but it is 
not mechanical, unless it be held 
that the Spirit of God has no 
ways to work except mechanical 
ways.’ And Dr. Harris quotes part 
of Machen’s statement seen above, 
that modernists set up a man of 


large type, clothbound Scofield 
Reterence Bible, Please remember 
that the coupons which you have 
are the only record of your cor- 
rect entries.

verbal inspiration, calling it ‘‘me- 
chanical dictation.” 

Dr. Theodore 
Scripture Cannot Be 
says: 

“We have not read every book 
and article and remark that was 
written by a verbal-inspirationist. 
But as far .as we have read, we 
have not found a single statement 
to the effect that divine inspira- 
tion put the holy writers into a 
state of coma. Neither did Dr. W. 
T. Riviere ever find such a state- 
ment. He writes: ‘Fundamental- 
ists and Bible-believers are ac- 
cused of holding what may be 
called a Typewriter Theory .... 
I do not recall ever hearing this 
theory advocated, but something 
of the sort is often attributed to 
conservatives. It makes a_ nice 
target for ridicule.’ (Bibliotheca 
Sacra, July, 1936, p. 298).” 

Edward J. Young, of Westmin- 
ster Seminary, would refute Dr. 
Edman. He says, ‘“‘When modern 
authors proclaim, ‘We want no 
mechanical theory of inspiration,’ 
they give one the impression that 
they believe they are refuting an 
actual error. As a matter of fact, 
however, the idea of mechanical 
dictation is nothing more than a 
straw man” (Thy Word Is Truth, 
page 65). 

Modernists, who invented the 
term “mechanical dictation” as a 
sneer against those who believe 
in the verbal inspiration of the 
Bible, meant to deceive and meant 
to play down God’s part in in- 
spiration. 

Does Dr. Edman agree in some 
part with these men when he 
uses one of their terms? Does he 
mean to play down those of us 
who believe the Bible, all of it, 
is God’s infallible Word? 

I do not believe that Dr. Edman 
is a modernist, but it is sad to 
see a man who is not a modern- 
ist using modernist terms and 
helping modernists misrepresent 
old-time Bible believers. 

Modernists speak of the ‘“uni- 
versal fatherhood of God.” Any 
time a Christian begins to insist 
on ‘the fatherhood of God and 
the brotherhood of man,” he puts 
himself under suspicion. Why use 
modernist terms if. one does not 
mean what modernists mean? 

Modernists speak much of “the 
social gospel,’”’ by which they mean 
labor unions, socialism in govern- 
ment, admixture of the races, ete., 
as a substitute for the Gospel de- 
fined in the Bible, the Gospel of 
blood-redemption for sinners. 
Anytime a Christian begins to in- 
Sist on more “social gospel,’ he 
puts: himself under suspicion. Why 
seek the favor of modernists by 
using their terms? And why ac- 
cuse those who preach the old- 
time Gospel of the centuries by 
accusing them of a lack of social

Modernists talk sneeringly of 
the blessed hope that awaits ev- 
ery Christian, the eternal blessed- 
ness in Heaven, as a teaching of 
“pie in the sky by and by.” The 
Christian who uses such terms to 
play down the doctrine of eternal 
salvation and blessedness for the 
Christian puts himself under sus- 
picion. Why use modernist termi- 
nology unless you mean what 
modernists mean? 

So when Dr. Edman uses mod- 
ernist terminology, accusing Bi- 
ble-believers, however earnest, of 
believing “mechanical dictation,” 
he naturally arouses suspicion. 
Why use modernist terminology 
if you do not mean what modern: 
ists mean? 

Do some of us believe the Bible 
too much? Are there some of us 
who take too lLterally what. the 
Bible claims for itself? Is it wrong 
to insist that God gave the very 
words of the Scriptures in the 
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ers, familiar with the terminology 
and the insincere and _ foolish 
charges of modernists against Bi- 
ble-believers, will look with sus- 
picion on anybody who berates 
Bible-believers as believing in 


“mechanical dictation” of the 
Scriptures. First, there is the 
suspicion of dishonesty. Since 


there are no recognized writers 
or teachers known to us (nor to 
Machen nor Engelder) who teach 
the mechanical dictation inspira- 
tion, why should some unnamed 
“earnest Christians’ be charged 
with that? In the second place, 
such language arouses a suspicion 
of the doctrine of the writer. Is 
he really so strongly for verbal 
inspiration and infallible accuracy 
of the Bible as he might be, or 
does he really wish to help the 
modernists discredit what the Bi- 
ble says about itself as being 
given word for. word in the orig- 
inal languages? 


But God Gave the Words of 
Scripture 
In the original manuscripts, all 
the Scriptures were written down 
in the very words which God gave. 
So the Bible repeatedly claims. 
First Corinthians 2:13. Says, 
“Which things also we speak, not 


in words which man’s’ wisdom 
teacheth, but which the Spirit 
teacheth ....”’ The words are 


not man’s words, but God’s words. 
God used men to write the words, 
but the words do not represent 
human wisdom, but divine revela- 
tion. 

In Matthew 4:4 Jesus . quoted 
from Deuteronomy 8:3 and said, 
“ .. It is written, Man shall not 
live by bread alone, but by every 
word that proceedeth out of the 
mouth of God.” The words of 
Scripture proceeded “out of the 
mouth of God.” 

So God had Isaiah write down, 
as Dr. I. M. Haldeman once re- 
minded me in a personal letter, 
“And I have put my words in thy 
mouth. .. 2°: Giga; Si2is). 

God said the same thing to 
Jeremiah, ‘‘Behold, I have put my 
words in thy mouth” (Jer. 1:9). 

To Ezekiel He said, “And thou 
shalt speak. my words unto them 
~.. (Ezek. 2:7). And David was 
inspired to say, “The Spirit of the 
Lord spake by me, and his word 
was in my tongue” (II Sam. 23: 
2). The Bible teaches that the 
words are God’s words. 

Dr. C. I. Scofield, in the great 
reference Bible, says, ‘““The writers 

invariably testify that the 
words, not the ideas merely, are 
inspired” (page 1353). 

Dr. Edward J. Young, of West- 
minster Seminary, in the book 
Thy Word Is Truth, says, “An 
oracle is something that is spoken. 
The oracles of God, therefore, are 
those things which God has spo- 
ken to us, They are the words of 
God” (page 44). Again he says, 
“The actual words of the Old 
Testament are attributed to God 
Himself” (page 45). 

No sensible man would question 
that God used men to write the 
Bible. The humblest Bible reader 
knows that Paul in the Bible ex- 
pressed his continual pain and 
burden for the conversion of Is- 
rael when he wrote Romans 9:1, 
2, or that he expressed his own 
deep love for the people at Philip- 
pi in his letter to them, or that 
he expressed his great concern 
over false teachers in his letter 
to Galatians. When Luke wrote 
his Gospel, he could say, “It 
seemed ood to me also.” It is 
true that there are sometimes 
variations in style, in the choice 
of vocabulary in the various books 
of the Bible. Who wou!d deny that 
God used men, used human lan- 


guage, used human personalities, 


in writing His Book? I never 
heard of any one*who did. 

God used a woman to bring the 
Lord Jesus Christ, the Creator, 
into this world, and yet Jesus 
could say to the Pharisees, “Ye 
are from beneath; 
above: Ye are of this world; I 
am not of this world.” Jesus is 
man, but that does not limit the 
fact that He is God, and that 
His incarnation was God’s thought 
and God’s deed, not Mary’s. Any- 
thing that Jesus inherited through 
Mary, was by God’s own deliber- 
ate choice, with Mary’s consent 
but not with Mary’s decision, and 
not always, of course, with Mary’s 
understanding. And whatever part 


I am from} 


men had in writing down the Bi- 
ble, it was by God’s choice and 
man’s consent and only partly 
with man’s understanding. The 
thoughts are God’s thoughts. The 
words are God’s words. 

In fact, the terrh verbal inspira- 
tion means word inspiration, and 
one is either ignorant or trying to 
deceive who claims to believe in 
verbal inspiration and does not 
believe in the inspiration of the 
very words of the original lan- 
guages, 


Is, God’s Diction and Vocabu- 
lary More Limited Than 
Man’s? 

And that leads us to Dr. Ed- 
man’s statement in the Wheaton 
College bulletin for November. We 
quote again: “By ‘verbal inspira- 
tion’ a few earnest Christians 
mean a mechanical dictation of the 
Scriptures to men. If such were 
the case the diction and vocabu- 
lary would be those of the Al- 
mighty and would not vary from 
one human author to another.’ 
Now if Dr. Edman really thinks 
there are “earnest Christians” 
(but doubtless very ignorant ones) 
Who believe that God gave the 
Scriptures to a mind utterly blank 
or to a man who was in a coma 
and that the recording of the 
words was mechanical, like writ- 
ing on a typewriter—if Dr. Edman 
believes there are such people, he 
should name them, just as we are 
giving documentary proof and quo- 
tations in this article. 

On the other hand, if Dr. Ed- 
man does not really mean ‘me- 
chanical dictation” but if he is 
speaking against God’s giving the 
very words of the Bible in the 
original manuscripts, he should 
say so. But in either case we 
now havea question which is im- 
portant and honest and should be 
answered. 

Dr. Edman says, “If such were 
the case, the diction and vocabu- 
lary would be those of the Al- 
mighty and would not vary from 
one human author to another.” The 
question is, how does Dr. Edman 
know the limitation of God’s dic- 
tion and vocabulary? If one should 
put all the human writers of the 


‘Bible in one room and God in an- 


other room, would the human wri- 
ters be able to prepare a book 
with more variety in diction and 
vocabulary than God. would be 
able to write by direct dictation? 
How would Dr. Edman or anyone 
else know how to judge God’s 
literary style, His vocabulary, and 
diction? 

Dr. James M. Gray, late presi- 
dent of Moody Bible Institute, 
says wisely on this matter: 

“There is the variety in style. 
Some think that if all the wri- 
ters were alike inspired and the 
inspiration extended to their 
words, they must all possess the 
same style—as if the Holy Spirit 
had but one style! 

“Literary style is a method 
of selecting words and putting 
sentences together which stamps 
an author’s work with the in- 
fluence of his habits, his condi- 
tion in society, his education, 
his reasoning, his experience, 
his imagination and his genius. 
These give his mental and mor+ 
al physiognomy and make up 
his style. 

“But is not God free to act 
with or without these fixed 
laws? There are no circum- 
stances which tinge His views 
or reasonings, and He has no 
idiosyncrasies of speech, and no 
mother tongue through which 
He expresses His character, or 
leaves the finger mark of gen- 
ius upon His literary fabrics. 

“It is a great fallacy then, as 
Dr. Thomas Armitage once said, 
to suppose that uniformity of 
verbal style must have marked 


God’s authorship in the Bible, 


had He selected its words. As 
the author of all styles, rather 
does he use them all at his plea- 
sure. He bestows all the powers 


of mental individuality. upon His | 


instruments for using the scrip- 
tures, and then uses their pow- 
ers as He will to express His 
mind by them, ¢ 

“Indeed, the variety of style 
is a necessary proof of the free- 
dom of the human writers, and 
it is this which among*éther 
things convinces us that, howev- 
er controlled by the Holy Spirit, 
they were not mere machines in 
what they wrote.” 


z 
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(The Fundamentals, Vol. II, 
Dr. Gray, an old-time funda- 
mentalist, and not ashamed of the 
reproach of Christ, was wiser than 
the “new evangelicals,” was not 
SO easily persuaded or so easily 
bluffed by modernists. He says the 
words of the Bible are God's 
words, the style is God’s style as 
well as man’s, yea God gave and 
then used each man’s style. 


Why Avoid the Teaching That 
Scriptures Are Given “Word 
for Word by the Almighty”; 

That God “Dictated” the 

Words? 

And here is another question of 
importance. Dr. Edman_s says, 
“There are portions of the Scrip- 
tures which were dictated word 
for word by the Almighty, as for 


example, the Ten Commandments. 
These portions are easy to identi- 
fy.” 

Does Dr. Edman mean to say 
that God did not give the rest of 
the Scriptures ‘word for word by 
the Almighty’? Either God did 
give the words or He did not. If 
God did not give the words, then 
inspiration is not verbal inspira- 
tion. If the words are decided by 
man’s wisdom and not “in the 
words which the Holy Ghost 
teacheth,” as the Scripture claims, 
then the teaching of verbal in- 
spiration would be wrong. But in 


that case the Bible itself would | 
be wrong, for the Bible clearly | 
claims that God gave the words | 


and that every word ‘“proceedeth | . ; 
_uscripts of the Bible? If so, He 


from the mouth of God’ (Matt. 
4:4). In Matthew 5:18 Jesus Him- 
self takés responsibility even for 
the inspiration of the jots and tit- 


tles, for the spellings and mark- 
ings of the original words in the 
manuscripts! And Jesus claimed 
that the words of the Bible were 
His own words, and said, “Heaven 
and earth shall pass away, but 
my words shall not pass away” 
(Matt. 24:35). 

The word “dictated” regarding 
inspiration of the Scriptures is 
offensive to Dr. Edman. But the 
word “dictated” actually and lit- 
erally means the same as “ver- 
bal.” “Dictate is from the Latin 
dictatus, the past part. of dictare 
freq. of dicere, to say” (from Web- 
ster’s New International Un- 
abridged Dictionary), To dictate is 
to say. Did God say the things 
written down in the original man- 


dictated them. And Webster’s In- 
ternational Unabridged Dictionary

Verbal Inspiration or Mechanical...? 


(Continued from page 11) . 


uses the illustration, “Pages dic- 
tated by the Holy Spirit. Macau- 
lay.”’ And the meanings given are: 
“1. To tell or utter so that anoth- 
er may write down.... 2, To say, 
utter, or communicate authori- 
tatively ....’’ The word diction, 
meaning words, comes from the 
noun form of the same Latin 
word. So dictation means _ that 
God gave the words. And that is 
what the Scripture again and 
again claims. 

So when a modernist says he 
is against the “dictation theory” 
he means, and of course is frank 
to declare that he means, he is 
against verbal inspiration of the 
Bible. But why anyone should 
claim to believe in verbal inspira- 
tion and not believe the words, is 
hard for honest readers to under- 
stand, it seems to me. 

Did men know what they wrote 
when they wrote down the words 
inspired by the Holy Spirit? 
Sometimes they did and some- 
times they did not. Did God have 
men put some of their own feel- 
ings and emotions into what He 
told them to write down? Some- 
times He did and sometimes He 
did not. God breathed out the 
words of the Scriptures and that 
breathing-out is inspiration in the 
Bible sense. It is not that men 
thought up the words and God 
breathed on them to someway 
make them reliable and keep them 
from error. But the words are 
God’s words, and the men were 
so perfectly moved and controlled 
that while the words sometimes 
were an expression of. man’s 
thoughts and sometimes not, al- 
ways they were perfectly and 
completely the expression of the 
thoughts of God. 

Was Lord Macaulay wrong 
when he spoke of the inspiration 
of the Bible as “pages dictated 
by the Holy Spirit’? 

Dr. James M. Gray did not hesi- 
tate to teach, what the Bible itself 
teaches, as we understand it, that 
the words of scripture were .put 
Into the mouths of apostles, proph- 
ets, and of ‘Christ Himself, by 
God, that the words of the book 
of Revelation, for example, are 
“the literal words of God dictated 
verbally by Jesus Christ.” Read 
again from Dr. Gray in The Fun- 
damentals, Vol. il., pages 53 and 
54. 

“The words Jesus Himself ut- 
tered were inspired. The words 
He spoke were not His own, but 
actually put in His mouth. In 
the most express manner it was 
foretold that Christ should thus 
speak, just as Moses spake. ‘A 
prophet shall the Lord your God 
raise up, like unto me. To Him 
ye shall hearken.’ Twice it is 
said, ‘like unto me’? And how 
like to Moses, except as the whole 
context shows, ‘like unto’ him 
in. verbal inspiration? To Moses 
God said: ‘I will be with thy 
mouth, and teach thee what to 
say. Thou shalt put words in 
Aaron’s mouth, and I will be 
with thy mouth, and teach you 
What you shall say. And he 
Shall be thy spokesman to the 
people. And he shall be to thee 
instead of a mouth, and thou 
shalt be to him instead of God’ 
(Ex. 4:11-16). Therefore did 
Jesus, the Prophet, utter in- 
spired words ‘like unto Moses.’ 
The very words He spoke God 
put into His mouth and on His 
tongue. Therefore did He say, 
assuring the Jews that Moses 
wrote of Him: ‘I have not spo- 
ken from Myself, but the Father 
who sent Me gave Me com- 
mandment what I should say 
and what I should speak. I 
speak therefore even as the 


Father said to Me, even so I 
speak’ (John 12:49, 50). ‘I have 
given unto them the _ words 


Thow gavest Me, and they have 
received them’ (John 17:8). 
“The Son can do nothing from 
Himself’ (5:19). Since Jesus 
Christ had to be divinely helped, 
‘like unto Moses, the very 
words put into His mouth, Him- 
self God’s mouth, and as God to 
the people, how should not the 
Evangelists and Apostles need 
the same Divine guidance and 
help to qualify them for their 
work, and guarantee its iner- 
rant truthfulness and its Divine 
authority? If Moses and Isaiah, 
if Jesus Christ Himself, had to 
be divinely assisted, how should 
the narrators of New Testament 


history and oracles be exempted 


from the same Divine activity 
of the Spirit, all-controlling and 
guiding into the full truth? 
What are the words of Jesus to 
John, and to the Seven Church- 
es of the Apocalypse, but the 
literal words of God dictated 
verbally by Jesus Christ?” 


Was Dr. James M. Gray one of 
those who believed in “mechanical 
dictation” because he said the 
words of scripture were “literal 
words of God dictated by Jesus 
Christ” in Revelation? 

The greatest of all books on 
inspiration, I suppose, is that clas- 
sic, The Inspiration of the Holy 
Scriptures, by Gaussen, originally 
written in French, then translated 
by David Scott into English, now 
published in America by Moody 
Press. 

Gaussen does not avoid the word 
“dictated” .in referring to divine 
inspiration. He says on page 349, 
“The Scriptures are composed of 
books, phrases, and words. With- 
out starting any hypothesis as to 
the manner in which God has dic- 
tated them, we maintain, with 
the Scriptures, that this word is 
divine, without any exception.” If 
God gave the words, then of course 
God dictated them. Again, on page 
351, Gaussen says, “If he uses 
second causes in all his other 
works, why should he abstain from 
doing so in divine inspiration? Be- 
sides, as we have remarked, this 
individuality, which is made the 
ground of objection, equally shows 
itself in. those parts of Scripture 
which are most incontestibly dic- 
tated by God.” 

Let us go back and quote much 
of Gaussen’s summary of the book 
from page 350 and ending with 
the above quotation on page 351. 
Gaussen says: 


“But it is the book that is 
inspired; it is with the book 
that, above all things, we have 
to do, and not with the writers. 
We might almost dispense with 
believing the inspiration of the 
thoughts, while we could. not 
dispense with believing that of 
the language. If the words of 
the book are God’s words, of 
what consequence to me, after 
all, are the thoughts of the wri- 
ter? Whatever his mental quali- 
fications, what proceeded from 
his hands would always be the 
Bible: whereas, let the thoughts 
be given him, and not the words, 
and it is not a Bible that he 
gives me, it is only something 
more than a sermon. 

_ “Nevertheless, we have been 
at great pains to make our 
reservations. 

“Scripture is entirely the word 
of man, and Scripture is entire- 
ly the word of God. O man, we 
have said, it is here especially 
that you are called to wonder 
and admire! It has spoken for 
thee, and like thee; it presents 
itself to thee, wholly clothed in 
humanity; the Eternal Spirit 
(in this respect at least, and 
in a certain measure) has made 
himself man, in order to speak 
to thee, as the Eternal Son 
made himself man, in order to 
redeem thee. It was with this 
view that he chose, before all 
ages, men subject to the same 
affections with thyself. He pro- 
vided for this, and prepared 
their character, their circum- 
stances, their style, their man- 
ner, their times, their way. And 
thus it is that the gospel is the 
tenderness of God, and the sym- 
pathy of God; as it is, to speak 
with St. Paul, ‘the wisdom of 
God and the power of God.’ 

“Let it not be imagined, then, 
that the stamp of the individual 
character of the sacred writers 
in the several books of the Bi- 
ble, authorizes us to regard their 
inspiration as intermittent or 
incomplete. It matters little for 
the fact of their divine inspira- 
tion whether there be the ab- 
sence or the concurrence of the 
sacred writer’s emotions. God 
may either employ or dispense 
with them: If he uses second 
causes in all his other works, 
why should he abstain from do- 
ing so in divine inspiration? 
Besides, as we have remarked, 
this individuality, which is made 
the ground of objection, equally 
shows itself in those parts of 
Scripture which are most incon- 
testibly dictated by God.” 

On page 351 Gaussen’ adds, 


“First of all, we have said, they 


ithe Scriptures} declare to. us, 


pooy all the words of the prophets 
are entirely given and warranted 
by God.” 

Dr. Edward J. Young reminds 
us that John Calvin spoke of the 
Scriptures as dictated: ‘What 
shall we say about this werd dic- 


tation in regard to the doctrine of’ 


inspiration? It was a word Cal- 
vin, to take one example, did not 
hesitate to employ. ‘Whoever, 
then,’ he says, ‘wishes to profit 
in the Scriptures, let him, first 
of all, lay down this as a settled 
point, that the Law and the 
Prophets are not a doctrine de- 
livered according to the will and 
pleasure of men, but dictated by 
the Holy Spirit.’” (This comment 
on II Tim. 3:16 translated by Wil- 
liam Pringle). Then Young adds, 
“In speaking in such a vein, Cal- 
vin is simply following the thought 
of the Bible itself’ (Thy Word 
Is Truth, pages 65, 66). 

Are Dr. Edman and other ‘‘new 
evangelicals” repudiating the doc- 
trine of inspiration taught by Cal- 
vin, Gaussen, Gray, Young, Spur- 
geon and other fundamentalists? 


Charles Snurgeon Says “Each 
Sentence Was Dictated by the 
Holy Ghost” 


Charles H. Spurgeon, immortal 
preacher and tremendous student, 
says about the Bible, “This vol- 
ume is the writing of the living 
God: each letter was penned by 
an Almighty finger; each word in 
it dropped from the everlasting 
lips; each sentence was dictated 
by the Holy Ghost.” 

Were Lord Macaulay and Gaus- 
sen and Calvin and Gray and 
Young and. Spurgeon wrong? 

That wonderful passage from 
Spurgeon we quote in full from 
volume 1, pages 25, 26, of his Me- 
morial Library. 

“TI. First, then, concerning this 
book: Who is the author? The 
text says that it is God. ‘J have 
written to him the great things 
of my law.’ Here lies my Bible— 
who wrote it? I open it, and find 
it consists of a series of tracts. 
The first five tracts were written 


by a man called Moses; I turn on, 
and I find others. Sometimes I see 
David is the penman, at other 
times Solomon. Here I read Mi- 
cah, then Amos, then Hosea. As 
I turn further on, to the more 
luminous pages of the New Testa- 
ment, I see Matthew, Mark, Luke, 
and John, Paul, Peter, James, and 
others; but when I shut up the 
book, I ask myself, who is the 
author of it? Do these men juint- 
ly claim the authorship? Are they 
the compositors of this massive 
volume? Do they between them- 
selves divide the honor? 


“Our holy religion answers, No! 
This volume is the writing of the 
living God: each letter was pen- 
ned with an Almighty finger; 
each word in it dropped from the 
everlasting lips; each sentence was 
dictated by the Holy Spirit. Al- 
beit, that Moses was employed 
to write his histories with his fiery 
pen, God guided that pen. It may 
be that David touched his “harp, 
and let sweet Psalms of melody 
drop from his fingers;. but God 
moved his hands over the living 
strings of the golden harp. It may 
be that Solomon sang canticles of 
love, or gave forth words of con- 
summate wisdom, but God direct- 
ed his lips, and made the preacher 
eloquent. If I follow the thunder- 
ing Nahum, when his horses 
plough the waters, or Habakkuk, 
when he sees the tents of Cushan 
in affliction; if I read Malachi, 
when the earth is burning like 
an oven; if I turn to the smooth 
page of John, who tells of love, or 
the rugged, fiery chapters of Pet- 
er, who speaks of fire devouring 
God’s enemies; if I turn to Jude, 
who launches ‘forth anathemas 
upon the foes of God, everywhere 
I find God speaking; it is God’s 
voice, not man’s the words are 
God’s words, the words of the 
Eternal, the Invisible, the Al- 
mighty, the Jehovah of this earth. 

“The Bible is God’s Bible, and 
when I see it, I seem to hear a 
voice springing up from it, saying, 
‘IT am the book of God; man, 
read me. I am God’s writing; open 


my leaf, for I was penned by 
God; read it, for he is my author, 
and you will see him visible and 
manifest everywhere.’ ‘I have 
written to him the great things 
of my law.’”’
